fingular other the Miniters and Officers of Els Majeſty's Foreſts, Chaſes, Parks, and Warrens aforeſaid, and every of them ; 
and to all others whom theſe Preſents may concern: dengeth Greetmg, &c, 


\> IF, HEREAS there hath been great Dettruction of His Majeſty's Red and Fallow Decr, and of the Beaſts, Fowl, Fiſh, 
{7B} 3.2 and Game of the Forelts, and-aifo of the Timber Trees, Coppices, and Vert, in moſt of the faid Places, as well in 
5 Z=©& Breach and Contempt of the Laws of the- Foreſt, as of ſeveral Statute-Laws in ſuch Caſes made and provided : 
Which, as I am credibly informed, hath happen'd not only by the Treſpaſles and unlawful ACts of many diforderly and 
idle Perſons living in the {aid Foreſts, Chafes, Parks, and Places adjacent without the leaſt Pretence or Colour of Autho- 
rity, and of others under Pretences of Licenles and Warrants which are determined or void ; but alſo by the Negli- 
gence of many of the taid Yffcers, who have connived thereat, and ſuffered the ſame to remain without due Profecu- 
tions, unpuniſhed ; and likewile by means of other O ticers, who under Colour or Pretence of their Offices, have 
greatly tranſgreſſed, 2nd aſſumed to themſelves Authorities to which they have no Right in Law, contrary to their 
Duties, and in -dirc& breach of the Trult in them repoſed, whereby they have not only forfeited their ſaid Offices, bur alſo ſubjeted them- 
{zlves to the other Penalties of the Law tor fuch their MiſJemeanors : And His Majeſty having fizaified ro Me His Royal Pleaſure, That 
a due Reprehcnfion be had of che ſaid Misbehaviours for the time palt, as likewiſe that for the future all pofſi»ic Care be taken for Preferva- 
tion of His Vajelty's Game, Vert, and Veniſon, and for that purpoſe to [ce the Laws relating thereto duly exccured. 

N O W for Remedy thereof, ani that Right may be done in the Premiſes, and for and towards the more efectual Execution of the 
faid Laws, and for Prevention of the like Milchiefs in time to come, and in Obedience to His Majeſty's fiid Commands, 1 do therefore 
hereby Order, and ftrigtly Charge and Comm nd al} and every the {ard Officers, of what Degree or Qualicy foever, 'I hat they and every of 
them he diligent and faithful in their ſeveral and refpettive Stations, and in the Diſcharge and Execution of their {ſeveral and reipettive Duties 
and Offices, as they tender His Majeſty s Service, or will aaiwyer the fame at their Perils ; And that they, as far as in them lies, take all poſſi- 
bic Care tor the diſcovering, finding, eppreheacing, preſenting, profecuting, and puniſhing of the ſaid Oitenders, ether by the Rules and 
Methods of the Laws of che Forett, or of the {aid Atts of Parliament z and chat they fee the fame from time to time duly executed. And 
that they, or any of them, do not uſurp or allume to themſelves, or exerciſc any Authority or Power over or concerning His Majeity's faid 
Timber-Trees, Coppices, Red or Fallow-Deer, or other Beaſts of rhe Foreſt, Fowl, Fiſh, or other His Majeſty's Game, which by Law 
they ought not todo. And that they do not take upon them to make any Grants, or give any Warrants or Directions for Or tow ards the Cuts 
ting of the ſaid Woods. or killing, taking, or deſtroying ot the faid Beaſts, Fowl, or Fiſh. 

And I do further and more particularly will and require all and every the {ad Officers in their ſeveral and reſpeQtive Places, that they 
do nor permir or ſutfer any Perſon or Perſons, of what Quality {cever, to Hurt, Hawk, Courſe ſhoot, take, ki!l or deſtroy any Deer, Phea- 
ſants, Partridges, Hares, Fowl, Fiſh, or other Game wichia the ſatd Foreſts, Chales, Parks, Warrens, or the Purlicus or Precin&s thereof, 
excepting onl; Peers of the Re:lm, in their coming to, and returning trom the Paritameat, to hunt in a Forcit, according to the Statute in 
that Caſe, and under the Reſftriftions therein exprefied, and fuch other Ferions as have Right {o to do by the Laws of che Foreſt, or Pal'- 
ticular Grants of the ſame ; and excepting ſuch Pcrſons to whom I have already granted, or ſhall hercafter grant Licenſes of Picafure ; for 
the better certainty whereof I do declare, That no Licenſes.to te by me granted thai! be of any effe& wn any Foreit; unlets the ſame be 
entred at the Court ro be licld for that Foreſt next atrer rhe date thereot: And that no Licenſes by me aircady granted ſhal! be of an; 
Effect, unlets the ſame be centred ac the Court co by next held afrer publication hereot, 

And I do further will and require all and every the {aid Officers to ſeiſe, and kill, or cauſe to be ſeiſed and killed, all ſuch Hounds, Spa- 
niels, Gr:zyhounds, and other Dogs; and leiſe and take, or cavle to be ſeiled and taken, ail {ſuch Guns, Toyles. and other Engines as ſhall 
be kept or uſed within the Foreits or Places atorelzi-!, by any Perſon or Perſons not ſufficiently Authoriſed or qualified by Law © llave or uſe 
the ſame, 

And further alſo, That-no Deer be killed but by good and ſufficient Warrant in Writing + and that an Account of the {4id Warrants, 
and number of Dcer killed be yearly at Hollyroog Day delivered, or {ent to me by the Chiet Officer or Officers ot the ſaid Forefts, Chates 
or Parks reſ{pettively, aad by whoſe Warrants the ſame were killed; as alto an Account of rhe Stock of the Deer remaining therein, And 
what Timber or Coppices have been lately Cut, and by whoſe Authority. 

And to prevent any of the ſaid Offi:ers from being 1mpoled upon, I do hereby publiſh and declare, That the granting of Licenſes and 
| Warrants tor Hunting, Hawking, or other Licenſes of Pleafure, or to be Game-keepers within any of the Foreſts or Places aforeſaid, doth 

appercain an belong to the Chiet Juitice in Eyre tor the time being,and that all the former Lic-nſcs,tor che purpoſes aforeſaid, granted by any 
former Chiet Juſtice in Eyre are determiacd. And I do theretore prohibit all manner of perſons trom Hunting , Hawking , Fiſhing or 
| Fowling by Virtue or Colour thereof. 
id And I do ſtrictly command and require the Verderers, and other Officers of the Foreſts, to whom it doth belong , That the Swanimore 
and other Courts of the Foreſts reſpectively be duly kept and held 1n their proper times, the omiſſion whereof hath been one ot the 
cauſes of the {a1d Miſchiefs, and that due Preſentment of the ſaid Offenders be made thereat, and particularly of Perſons who keep difor- 
derly Alehoulcs, encourage ana harbour Deer-ttealers, Straglers and Poachers, and Deſtroyers of the Game. 

And if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall preſume on any pretence to act contrary to this my Prohibition, 1 do require the ſaid Officers to whom 
it doth belong, reſpeCtively ro preſent aad proſecute the {aid Oftenders, and to give me immediate norice of their reſpcQive Names, Habita- 
tions, and the nature of their Offences, that they and every of them may be brought to condign puniſhment according to Law 
| And that no Perſon-may pretend igaorance herein ;* I do hereby will and require the Beadles, and other proper Officers of every of the ſa! 
Voreſts, Chales, and Parks, to cauſe due notice hereot to be givea to all Perſons concerned, to the end that they may conform themlelFes - 
cordingly, as they will anfwer the ſame at their perils. Given under my Hand, and the Seal of my Office , this 19th day of Augul
